group of us were climbing 

the steep trail to Glacier 

Point ascending from the 
green valley of Yosemite National 
Park. The two hours we had _ hiked 
seemed much longer as we found 
ourselves almost half way to the 
Point, the place our eyes had been 
fixed upon with increasing anxiety. 
Our throats were somewhat dry and 
our skin seemed drawn by the near- 
ness of the sun. I shall never forget 
the sound that faintly reached our 
ears and the sight that soon greeted 
our eyes as we neared a great rock 
from which a small, musical stream 
of cool water fell. It lingered in a 
shallow crystal pool at our feet be- 
fore it continued its melodious mis- 
sion of redemption down the crags 
to the valley. 

Refreshing ourselves with the new 
life of this splashing cascade, I 
thought of Jesus as He sat at Jacob’s 
Well and talked with a woman who 
had been climbing the steep trail of 
Life. Our lovely Lord offered her 
parched soul the Living Water. As 
she drank freely she experienced a 
satisfaction in her thirsty soul she 
had never before realized. 

Let your soul linger at the “Stream 
of Life” and observe a vital lesson 
that we as Christ’s disciples need to 
learn. There is a message that seems 
to come from the mighty waves of 
the sea, from the trickle of the creek 
and the torrents of the thundering 
Niagara which tells us of the urgency 
many of us have ignored too long. 
Having satisfied ourselves at the 
pond of indifference we are often un- 
aware of the impending necessity. 
What a tragedy that today, while the 
Everlasting River flows many Christ- 
ian people have only dabbled on the 
shore of superficiality. In its simplest 
’ form the lesson comes to us in two 
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parts: Our privilege and our respon- 
sibility. 

Look into this pool of pure, life 
giving water and consider its Source. 
There is something about the Fount 
of this eternal blessing which im- 
mediately stirs our hearts to a new 
consciousness of our _ prerogative. 
Consider the Source, envision His 
glory, look full in the power. of His 
presence, and Christian friend, you 
will stand helplessly surrendered to 
your privilege. We need but a taste 
to be convinced that this is not mere- 
ly a drink to quench our immediate 
whimsical passion for this life but a 
“well . . . springing up into everlast- 
ing life.” You have traveled long in 
your search for this “artesian well.” 
You have tasted many fountains only 
to choke on your disappointment. 
Now you know that from the restless 
flow of the springs of this world’s 
pleasures comes only enough satis- 
faction to torment thirst. In the dry 
season of your soul, when needed 
most, this spring is dry leaving you 
to another weary search. But now 
you have found the Living Water. 
You need not be in a hurry. It would 
be well to pull in from the busy high- 
way and linger in that which your 
soul craved for so long. Let your com- 
munion with the Master be patient 
as your whole being absorbs this re- 
vival so needful for your task down 
the road. 

Now that you have found this 
River listen again to our Lord as He 
speaks, “Whosoever drinketh of this 
(physical) water shall thirst again; 
but whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never 
thirst.” The woman at the well 
reached out and said, “Sir, give me 
this water . . .” Her desperate heart 
was gripped with conviction and as 
her soul was reborn, her life made 
new with the Living Water we read, 
“The woman then left her waterpot 
and went... into the city.” 

Oh, the thrill of sins forgiven! How 
good that first drink tasted to our 
thirsty souls! No need to be thirsty 
again for we are partakers of the 
“everlasting well.” But look again.

We see that this woman left her 
waterpot and went into the city. Here 
is where our privilege turns to re- 
sponsibility. We have tasted but it 
calls to our attention that there is a 
“city, the place from which we just 
came, where others continue in their 
search for reality. It seems like a hor- 
rible nightmare that we were as they 
are just a little while ago; but the y 
are there and we are the ones to de- 
liver to them this message of hope. 
Jesus sits at the well waiting for us 
to bring the “crowd” that they might 
drink of this same satisfying water. 
Though many times in their delirium 
they are not aware of it, the “city” — 
this part of the world with which we 
have contact — is waiting for us to 
channel the stream their way. 

At another time Jesus said, “If any 
man thirst let him come unto me and 
drink; He that believeth on me... 
out of his inner life shall flow rivers 
of Living Water.” Here is the task we 
are privileged to perform. We are 
rivers, not cisterns. We are not given 
this Living Water to bottle up in 
clay pots but we are to be channels 
through which the message flows 
with such rapidity and force as to 
sweep away every obstacle in our 
path bringing to a parched, thirsty 
crowd that same Living Water we so 
freely received from our Saviour. 

If our lives have become stagnant 
pools which are producing nothing 
for eternity it is imperative that we

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A veteran missionary recollects .. . 


When God Illustrated the Sermon 


by W. W. Simpson 


n the year 1908 I was a 
Christian and Missionary 
Alliance missionary in 
China. In our annual conference in 
the last week of January, 1908, one 
of the native Chinese was filled with 
the Holy Spirit. This work was done 
without any teaching whatever by 
the 16 missionaries on the China- 


Tibet border. Not one of us believed 
that the baptism in the Spirit is now 
evidenced by the speaking in tongues 
as the Spirit gives utterance, yet this 
man, Yong Chenghsi, fell prostrate 
and spoke first in a tongue none of 
us understood, then in English and 
two dialects of Chinese he had never 
learned. I was simply dumbfounded 
when I heard this man, who knew no 
English, utter in loud, clear tones: 
“Eternity is nigh.” The event was par- 
ticularly impressive because this was 
a native I had known for years and 
only a few months before I had bap- 
tized him in water. His experience 


was entirely of the Lord, not of man. 


All of us were completely puzzled, 
and we left Minchow wondering 
what next. In February a party of five 
missionaries, including myself, at- 
tended a three-day meeting in New 
City, Kansu, which Brother Yong 
called. Some twenty Chinese believ- 
ers came also. The Holy Spirit, 
through Brother Yong, had charge. 
In the first two days many sins were 
confessed and forgiven. The last day 
was market day, with thousands of 
Chinese, Moslems, and_ Tibetans 
trading in preparation for Lunar New 
Year. The meeting was held in an up- 
stairs room in the center of the mar- 
ket place. We joyfully sang the 
praises of Jesus our Saviour. 


A Buddist priest heard the singing 
and came upstairs and sat in the cen- 
ter of the room. He heard a testi- 
mony, then listened as we sang 
“Down at the cross where my Sav- 
iour died.” Suddenly the Spirit took 
a woman, stood her in front of him, 
eyes filled with tears, in the exact 
form of crucifixion. Her arms were 


extended, though she would point 
occasionally to hands, feet and side, 
and then resume the attitude of cru- 
cifixion. Suddenly the priest dropped 
to his knees, raised his hands, and 
cried aloud: “Chu Yesu, chiu o, chiu 
o.” (“Lord Jesus, save me, save me.” ) 
Long he cried, until many people 
from the market place rushed up- 
stairs, saw the room filled with fire, 
and fell on their faces crying for 
mercy. Some, of course, fled with 
fear. Finally the priest stood saying: 
“I was in a deep pit with miry clay, 
but saw a Man dressed in shining 
white garments, cried to Him, and 
He saved me!” 


From that day I both sought the 
baptism and taught it in all our mis- 
sion stations on the Kansu-Tibetan 
border. Because of ill health, fur- 
lough, and the Chinese Revolution, 
most of the missionaries left and I 
was able to visit all stations. Soon 
more than 100 native Christians were 
filled with the Spirit according to 
Acts 2:4, and in May, 1912, I too re- 
ceived my portion. 

When news of these events reached 
America, the Christian and Mission- 
ary Alliance opposed our actions. 
They sent Dr. Robert Glover to China 
to get us all to return to their view

A former Navy Pilot describes

In the last war I was a Navy Pilot. 
First I learned to fly myself; later, I 
was privileged to teach others. Pilot- 
ing a Navy plane meant learning to 
die a little each day until all natural 
fears subsided. Every possible ac- 


cident had to be anticipated; it was 
necessary to condition oneself to dan- 
ger and little by little grow in con- 
fidence, judgment, and precision of 
response. Death lost its grimness, 
and instead, the trainee was afraid 
only of failure — failure to measure 
up to the standards of those who 
could wear the coveted Navy wings. 

Yes, the world’s most highly trained 
aviator was well prepared for the 
task before him. He learned to be 
unnaturally alert, always apprehen- 
sive, and incredibly lonely up in an 
eerie world as he flew on toward his 
target area. Fighters would close in 
out of nowhere streaming destruction 
of fiery death. A torpedo bomber 
ahead would vanish suddenly in a 
golden burst of devilish flame. The

Edmund Burke has commented: 
“All that is necessary for Evil to tri- 
umph is for good men to do nothing.” 
Perhaps for too long a period of 
time the Church of Jesus Christ has 
been in such a position. 

Of course, Christ is able to save 
the drunkard and our churches often 
times ring with the testimonies of 
those who have been saved out of the 
snare of either social drinking or 
drunkenness. Statistics indicate how- 
ever, that for every person being re- 
claimed or rehabilitated that 10 more 
become addicts to the use of the nar- 
cotic, anesthetic, depressant drug, 
beverage alcohol. In the United States 
alone there are now 7 million alcohol- 
ics or problem drinkers. That is as 
many people as the total population 
of the states of Idaho, Utah, Nevada, 
Arizona, Colorado, Wyoming, Mon- 
tana, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
and Nebraska all combined. Besides 
this, there are 58 million social drink- 
erfs. 

During 1953 we spent for all 
church activities around 2 billion 
dollars. The same year our education- 
al bill came to around 7 billions. But 
we spent $9,995,000,000 for alcoholic 
beverages, more than we spent for 
our churches and educational institu- 
tions combined. Something must be 
tremendously out of focus in the 
scale of values of our people. 

Christian responsibility means that 
we must do more than deplore fal- 
lacious and seductive liquor advertis- 
ing (225 million dollars a year). It 
means that we must do more than 
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Christian Responsibility 
and ALCOHOL

condemn either the drinker or the 
seller of alcoholic beverages (19% 
gal. per capita a year). It does mean 
that as Christians we will offer a posi- 
tive approach to the problem, for 
Christians are people who care. 

First, we must never under esti- 
mate the influence of one life. Let’s 
remind our people that they are a 
part of 100 million total abstainers in 
the United States. The Liquor Indus- 
try would isolate the individual and 
make him feel that he is the only per- 
son who is different “blue-nose” or 
“square”... and that “everybody” 
drinks. 

Second, let’s remember that as long 
as we are willing to buy our groceries 
or drugs where the drinkers buy their 
liquor that these stores will continue 
to sell alcoholic beverages. But when 
Christian people, on principal, start 
patronizing stores that do not sell al- 
coholic beverages, then the Christian 
voice and conscience will begin to 
have its effect in the community life. 

Third, the big project of the Fed- 
eration (made up of 29 denomina- 
tions including the Assembly of God, 
Rey. Joseph Gerhart, official member 
of the Board) is to reach the young 
people of the state with the truth 
about Beverage alcohol. A survey

made about two years ago by a na- 
tional magazine indicated that 90% of 
the high school students interviewed 
were drinking by the time they were 
seniors. Even if that percentage is 
higher than in our own community 
it still points up the necessity of help- 
ing our young people to learn the 
value of total abstinence. In Califor- 
nia, about 15-17% of our high school 
young people attend any Church or 
Sunday School, and yet the 82-85% 
of the young people need even more 
help than those in our own churches. 
The public schools are asking for 
help for alcohol-narcotic education. 
We turned down over 70 invitations 
last year due to a shortage of funds 
and personnel. We are in the midst 
of a great expansion program and we 
trust that never again will we have 
to decline these invitations to give 
service to our youth.

mission would end with missing 
planes and missing men and a nerve 
wracked body. To be a Navy pilot 
meant paying a price, ones wings 
did not come cheap! 

I’m concerned about another war- 
fare now. I’ve recently spent three 
weeks in our Boys and Girls Camps 
training growing youngsters to put 
on the whole armour of God, to fight 
the good fight of faith, and to become 
stalwart soldiers of the Cross. When 
I consider Calvary’s redemption, I 
know that it too did not come cheap. 
It cost Jesus untold agony in the Gar- 
den of Gethsemane and on the cross 
where He bore the sins of the world. 
Truly it has been a fascinating thrill 
to see young lives contact their Sav- 
iour and come to enjoy this priceless 
salvation. 


It cost the U. S. $60,000 to train 


one Navy pilot during the last war. 
It costs only $12.50 to send a boy or 
girl to camp for a week. As a Christ- 
ian layman I’m challenged by camps 
such as these. I believe them to be 
a most profitable venture in molding 
good Christian character while our 
children can be so easily touched by 
the Spirit of God. There is no danger 
of the Assemblies of God movement 
being lost in the decay of modern 
churchianity providing we continue 
to foster and promote youth activities 
and the winning of souls to Christ. 
The future of our movement is in the 
youth — the boys and girls of our 
Sunday schools, their friends and 
playmates who may have been 
brought in by an invitation to Boys 
and Girls Camp. 

Greater than any military conflict 
is the challenge of winning “Youth 
for Christ.” May it not be an empty 
phrase, but may we see it as a living 
reality in Christ-filled, happy boys 
and girls!

The Counselors view the 
BOYS & GIRLS CAMPS 


With mixed emotions we watch the 
last of 742 campers disappear around 
the bend. Camp is over! A flood of 
memories races through our minds. 
We recall the variety of experiences 
we have had as counselors during the 
past three weeks. 

We remember these boys and girls 
as they arrived the first day of camp 
—anticipation, insecurity, hopes. Then 
we think of them, in contrast, leaving 
after a week of having fun, making 
friends and growing spiritually. 

As we worked, lived and talked 
daily with these children they be- 
came almost like our own. We would 
begin to learn their backgrounds and 
needs when the time would come for 
them to pack up and go home. Then 
another group with a new set of 
needs and backgrounds would come 
and take their place. With the de- 
parture of each group we would al- 
most dare to wish that camp would 
last all year. 

The highlight of each camp was 
the spiritual change in the lives of 


the boys and girls. We were privil- 
edged to talk with them individually, 
conduct discussions in campers’ hide- 
away, and work with them around 
the altar. Nightly, during the altar 
service we saw boys and girls with 
raised hands and tear-stained cheeks, 
crying out to God as His Spirit moved 
in their hearts. Not until the early 
hours of the morning did their pray- 
ers cease. Over 100 conversions were 
reported and at least 125 were filled 
with the Holy Spirit in the three 
weeks of camps. Not only did they 
benefit in this spiritual tide, but we, 
too, found ourselves blessed with a 
new touch from God in our lives. 
With individual counselling we dis- 
covered a variety of needs. The 
children had doubts and_ worries, 
some of them coming from unsaved 
homes, others from broken ones. Ex- 
cept for God’s help we would have 
been unable to meet the challenge 
before us. But seeing the changes in 
these young lives we thank the Lord 
for the opportunity of serving Him 


in this way. 

It was a real joy to work in co- 
operation with the staff and other 
counsellors. There was a unity of 
spirit that proved to be an important 
factor in making the camps success- 
ful. 

An out-of-state counsellor com- 
mented, “I have benefited greatly 
from your well organized camp, and 
I consider it the ‘best in the west.’

that the Spirit is received in His ful- 
ness without speaking in tongues or 
any supernatural manifestation. Be- 
cause I refused, I was asked to resign 
and before long I found myself back 
in America, But God did not release 
me. In a camp meeting on the East 
Coast, the Spirit used a woman to 
speak to me in Chinese, of which she 
knew not a word, telling me to return 
to Taochow, my former station on the 
border of Tibet. I obeyed and the 
Lord promptly opened the way. 

My son, William, and I arrived in 
Taochow in June. We found nearly 
all the Chinese had been persuaded 
to reject my teaching. My heart was 
so sad! But I soon received an invita- 
tion to hold a meeting in a small vil- 
lage near Minchow. I went, but only 
a dozen people attended. For two 
days I preaced as Paul did in Cor- 
inth, in weakness, fear, and trembl- 
ing. On the third day, I was so 
broken-hearted that in my opening 
prayer I burst out weeping. As I 
wailed, the Spirit worked. Picking up 
a tall man, He placed him against 
the wall as if nailed there. Then He 
took two smaller men and _ placed 
them right and left of him as if nail- 
ed to the furniture. The Spirit had 
demonstrated the complete scene of 
Calvary! 

The entire congregation fell on 
their faces crying for mercy. In a 
short time, ten, including the three 
crucified ones, were all filled with 
the Spirit and were speaking in ton- 
gues. Here was the break through for 
which we had prayed, and God’s 
method was an “illustrated sermon.” 
Surely this is a unique application of 
Paul’s words to the Corinthians: “And 
my speech and my preaching were 
not in persuasive words of wisdom, 
but in demonstration of the Spirit . .” 
(1 Cor. 2:4) When God’s Spirit de- 
monstrates the scene of Calvary, all 
doubt must forever vanish.

President Observed Praying 
for Divine Guidance:— 


- President Eisenhower is not asham- 
ed to kneel in prayer for divine guid- 
ance in making fateful policy de- 
cisions. This fact, often rumored but 
never clearly stated, has become 
known through the inadvertent re- 
velation of a top member of the 
White House Staff. 

An administrative assistant, . Fred 
A. Seaton, referred to the President’s 
prayer habit at a small gathering of 
newspaper publishers, Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s spiritual sincerity had been 
questioned and Mr. Seaton, coming 
to the President’s defense, related the 
details of an incident which came to 
his personal attention. 

“One of the President’s assistants 
walked into his office unannounced. 
He has authority to do that on urgent 
matters when the President is not 
otherwise engaged. The assistant en- 
tered quietly and, to his astonishment, 
found the President on his knees in 
silent prayer by his desk. 

“The assistant was profoundly em- 
barrased and immediately turned to 
leave. At that instant the President 
rose and noticed him. The assistant 
started to apologize, but the President 
told him it wasn’t necessary. 

“Then as the assistant delivered the 
important message he was carrying 
the President quietly explained that 
he was making a crucial decision that 
could mean peace or war in the Far 
East and had prayed for divine guid- 
ance to choose the right course. The 
President had turned to God for help 
in this hour of momentous decision.” 

Recently the President’s economic 
adviser, Dr. Gabriel Hauge, told a 
group of educators that the President 
has a deep religious conviction (see 
N/R, March), “but he underplays it 
for fear that people will think he is 
using it for political purposes.”

Israel Highlights: — 


Israel’s 7th anniversary took place 
in an atmosphere of continued politi- 
cal and military tension. Generally 
overlooked, however, was her re- 
markable economic achievements in 
the midst of crisis. 


Last year alone, her national in- 


come exceeded that of the previous ~ 


year by 30% and net investments 
showed a similar increase. 
Industrial output increased by 20% 
in 1954 and farm output by 22 to 24%. 
Israel now exports to 80 countries 
and sells about one-third of her goods 
under reciprocal trade agreements. 
It is expected that the potash pro- 
duction in the Dead Sea area will

stepped up to some 50,000 tons and © 


copper prospecting has indicated the 
presence of one million tons of ore, 
averaging 1.4% copper with prospects 
of still larger reserves. 

Last year’s cotton crop was regard- 


ed by Israel manufacturers as being © 


of superior quality. 

Steps have been taken to transform 
the railroads into a factor of first rate 
importance in the country’s transpor- 
tation system. 

Development of her maritime fleet 
is proceeding rapidly. It will be fur- 
ther enlarged by newer ships acquir- 
ed under the German reparations 
program. Israel is now the leading 
maritime nation in the Near East. 

There are now 44,614 motor ve- 
hicles and approximately 1,250 miles 
of asphalt roads in Israel. The nation 
has its own airline, making regular 
flights between four continents: Asia, 
Europe, North America and Africa. 

On January 1, 1955 Israel’s popula- 
tion was 1,716,000 of whom 1,525,000 
are Jews. There are 600,000 gainfully 
employed.
